Hatchery. The project will limit traf- 
fic to one Jane on the bridge for 
about a month. 

“The bridge needs work,” said 
Road Commission Managing 
Director Don Babcock. The Road 
Commission has been seeking funds 
to repair the bridge for years, 
including several unsuccessful 
applications for critical bridge 
moncy through the state. The bridge 
does not qualify for federal funds 
since its lane width is too small, and 
the Road Commission could not 
secure a “design exception” to get 
around the lane width requirement.

ject will remedy the lane width 
issue, Babcock said, and make the 
bridge safer for the time being, until 
a more permanent reconstruction 
project can be coordinated using 
state and/or federal money. 

The bridge’s existing rail system, 
which is “deteriorating,” according 
to Babcock, will be replaced by 
cement barrier walls on both sides. 
The cement barriers will be poured 
at the site using metal forms, and 
they will be affixed to the deck 
using reinforcement rod. The

The Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s office is expected 
later this week to issue warrants 
for the arrest of six local people in 


‘ connection with the July 14 


attempted robbery of an ATM 
(Automated Teller Machine) in the 
city of Grayling. 

According to Grayling Police 
Detective Dennis Long, the list of 
suspects consists of four adults and 
two juveniles. Each will be 
charged with one count of 
Breaking & Entering with Intent to 
Commit Larceny and one count of 
Attempted Safecracking. 

The ATM is located at the Clark 
Gas Station on the corner of the I- 
75 Business Loop and M-72 West. 
Long said the robbers used what 
law enforcement calls the “pry and 
tip” method to break into the 
ATM’s housing or “kiosk,” setting 
off the machine’s alarm and notify- 
ing police. The robbers where 
unsuccessful in their attempts to 
open the safe inside. 

A month-long investigation into 
the early morning attempted rob- 
bery uncovered a trail from 
Grayling to Port Huron to 
Cameron, Ohio, located in the 
northern part of that state. Long 
said the incident resembles a string 
of recent ATM robberies in the 
Detroit area. 

Money distributed via ATMs is 
considered bank money. said 
Long, therefore federal charges 
against the suspects could be forth- 
coming. Safecracking carries a 
maximum sentence of life in 
prison. Long said the attempted 
safecracking charge will carry a 
lesser sentence if the suspects are

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissions thought they had their 
new Animal Control Ordinance in 
order, passed and ready for publica- 
tion... that was until last week’s reg- 
ular board meeting on August 16 
when two guests spoke to the Board 
concerning the breed-specific word- 
ing of certain sections of the ordi- 
nance passed in July. 

Cindy Cook, who handles legisla- 
tive affairs for the United Kennel 
Club and Dr. Al Stinson, a retired 
veterinarian who worked for 
Michigan State University and a rep- 
resentative for the American Dog 
Owners Association, spoke at length 
last Wednesday to a captive Board. 

Cook told the commissioners they 
would have a lot of trouble enforc- 
ing a breed-specific ordinance 
because it is nearly impossible to be 
sure that a dog is indeed a pit bull or 
a wolf hybrid. She said pit bulls are 
not inherently vicious, nor any other 
breed of dog, for that matter. Cook 
remarked that any dog that appears 
mean or vicious is usually so 
because of the way it has been treat- 
ed by humans. She recommended 


that the Board enforce the leash laws 
already on the books and force dog 
owners into responsibility by pun- 
ishing those who constantly break 
the law by letting their pets run 
loose, becoming nuisances in the 
community. “All dogs can be dan- 
gerous,” Cook said 

Dr. Stinson volunteered to help 
the Board re-vamp the ordinance 
passed in July to avoid potential 
legal conflicts resulting from its 
vagueness and to keep owners of pit 
bulls and wolf hybrids from being 
singled out, placing unduc restric- 
tions and additional costs on the 
shoulders of those owners. 

Anima! Shelter of Crawford 
County Director Dixie Lobsinger 
was responsible for bringing Cook 
and Stinson to the County Board. 
“They just said everything | have 
been saying for years. I really 
appreciate the time they took out of 
their busy schedules to help with this 
issue.” 

The commissioners expressed 
their gratitude to Cook and Stinson 
along with accepting Stinson’s offer 
to help them with the tedious work 
of re-writing the ordin; amee: The 
Board then voted unarimously to 
rescind the previously passed ordi- 
nance. 

Two public hearings will be held 
to allow for public comment once 
the re-write work is completed and 
the Board has a chance to review the 
document.

Three major road resurfacing pro- 
jects -- involving County Road 612.

new base. in mid-July. Rieth-Riley 
then did the paving. 

The project. resurfacing Old 27 
from Hartwick Pines Road (M-93) 
through Frederic. was completed on 
August 11, with the exception of 
centerline painting and minor clean- 
up work. Clean-up took place fast 
week, and painting is expected to be 
completed within the next couple 
weeks. 

“It turned out good,” said Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock regarding the Old 27 
project. “They did a nice job.” 

The projects involving resurfac- 
ing on County Road 612 and 
Military Road were bid out by the 
Road Commission. 

Work on Military Road began in 
April, and finished in May. Upon 


inspection. the Road Commission 
was not satisfied with the quality of 
work at the site. however. and even- 
tually reached an agreement with 
contractor Rieth-Riley to split costs 
on repairing some of the worst sec- 
tions of the reconstruction. includ- 
ing an intersection and areas in front 
of three driveways. 

“It’s better.” said Babcock. “espe- 
cially where the driveways are. For 
the amount of money we put into it. 
it’s a decent job.” 

The dispute regarding Military 
Road stalled progress on the County 
Road 612 project. The Road 
Commission did not want Rieth- 
Riley to start on 612 until an agree- 
ment for Military Road repairs 
could be reached. 

“(612) turned out good.” said 


Babcock. “though it took a lot 
longer than we thought it would” 

The 612 project resulted in resur- 
facing of the road from Hartwick 
Pines Road one mile east, and a 
0.75-mile stretch just a lite further 
east. skipping a small portion. 

“If everything works out right 
next year. we'll do the piece in 
between the two,” said Babcock. 
“What we did was a real strain in the 
pocketbook to do this year.” 

The freeze-thaw cycle was espe- 
cially cruel to parts of 612 this year, 
leaving the Road Commission a 
highway badly in need of unbudget- 
ed repairs. The Road Commission 
had to re-budget money slated for 
other projects to fit part of County 
Read 612 into this year’s recon- 
struction agenda. 


Turfing suspects bound over to Circuit Court

Not having a well-balanced diet 
could cause major traumas and 
needless expenditures for the 
seniors and their families. To assist 
seniors in remaining independent 
and in their own homes (instead of 
in a nursing home) and maintain a 
quality. independent lifestyle is the 
main goal of the Commission on 
Aging. Another goal of the COA is 
to help seniors maintain their digni- 
ty and enjoy their status as a senior 
citizen.

bridge’s sidewalks will be removed, 
expanding the lane width to meet 
the standards required for federal 
fund eligibility. 

The work. to be done by Road 
Commission crews, is scheduled to 
Start on September 5, right after 
Labor Day (Monday. September 4). 

“We didn’t want to inconve- 
nience motorists that last big holi- 
day.” said Babcock. 

During construction, traffic will 
be reduced to one lane on the 
bridge for 24 hours a day, with traf- 
fic signals on each side of the 
bridge.

_ to leave the room while their appli- 
' cations were being discussed.

season. In response to this, the 
board told me that perhaps my Jeep 
was not an adequate hunting vehi- 
cle and | should consider purchas- 
ing something else 

Another retired local business- 
man who had passed the required 
background checks and a safety 
class to obtain a general concealed 
weapons permit in the state where 
he spends his winters, was denied 4 
renewal of his business, home and 
bank license here and told perhaps 
he should consider relocating there 
permanently. 

For those who may be unaware, 
the concealed weapons licensing 
board has the authority to issue 
permits for any proper reason as 
they see fit, based on community 
standards. In Crawford County, the 
Board of Commissioners voted 
four-to-two at their May meeting to 
support House Bill 4530 regarding 
the issuance of general conceuled 
weapons licenses to applicants that 
had passed the proper background 
checks and taken an approved safe- 
ty course. 

This was done after the board 
learned of the positive results of 
similar action taken in not only 31- 
other states. but in 13 other coun- 
tics in Michigan. In most cases, 
there was a significant reduction in 
crime in these areas, even drastic in 
some cases, and nowhere was there 
any significant problem from the 
legally armed citizens. 

As in all Michigan counties, the 
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The Kennedy section reached out 
to the past. The Kennedy saga. 
which started 40 years ago with 
President John F. Kennedy. is 
always good for hurrahs from most 
Democrats and some others, but it’s 
not pertinent any more to the situa- 
tion at hand. 

Unlike Republicans, who hid 
from sight most GOP members of 
congress, Democrats pointed with 
pride. Tales of woe from individuals 
-- all suffering from something or 
other Republicans did or didn’t do, 
of course -- is a device straight out 
of President Ronald Reagan’s public 
relations kit; remember guests in the

The Gore family also was terrific, 
and a parade of old friends -- most

He then related to every- 
one that he had taken the money 
from the insurance company and 
used it to purchase a set of golf 
clubs and thought that it would be a 
good idea if everyone in Crawford 
County would get rid of their 
firearms and take up golf as well. 

Of course, Mr. Lovely’s testimo- 
ny was nearly as telling, he sug- 
gested that if residents felt uneasy 
about their safety they should go 
about their business openly carry- 
ing their weapons as they did not 
need a permit to do so. Of course, 
he didn't vive us any suggestion as 
to how to avoid being charged with 
a felony for illegally transporting 
your weapon in a vehicle. 

In this election season, perhaps 
we should remember how our 
elected public officials treat our cit- 
izens when we go to the polls in 
November.

QUESTION: My teenage daugh- 
ter is babysitting this summer for the 
first ime. Since she has helped take 
care of younger brothers and sisters 
for years. | fee! confident in her abil- 
ies. However. what are the most 
important things she should know 
for a safe babysitting experience? 

SIGNED: Babysitters mother 

ANSWER: First of all, review 
with vour daughter what to expect of 
childrea of different ages. Your 
daughter may feel comfortable with 
toddlers. but may not remember how 
mach clase attention and protection 
a newborn requires. The safety 
reminders for all different ages are 
too jong and complicated to review 
in this article. Perhaps you can help 
with this since they are extremely 
important. 

Here are a few tips, however, that 
apply to most babysitting situations: 

- Be sure the parents give your 
daughter full instructions and that 
she follows these instructions care- 
fully. She needs to know what to do 
if children awaken. what they eat, 
where diapers are kept, as well as 
clothing. blankets, etc. 

- Remind the parents to leave 
phone numbers of where they can be 
reached. the child’s physician, a 
nearby neighbor. poison control, and

emergency services. Your daughter 
needs to know the address of where 
she is “sitting”, and basic directions 
she could relay to emergency per- 
sonnel. 

- Your daughter should also ask 
parents to show her where the fol- 
lowing are located and where emer- 
gency supplies are kept: flashlight. 
first aid kit, thermostat, fire extin- 
guisher, fire exit, electrical and gas 
turn off switches. 

- Remind your daughter that in 
case of fire she must get the children 
out of the house immediately - not tc 
wail to dress them but leave at once. 
Fire department and parents can be 
called from a neighbor’s house once 
everyone is safely outside. 

~ Talk to your daughter about not 
opening the door to anyone. If the 
family expects visitors, they should 
tell your daughter in advance. 

- Make sure you know where yout 
daughter is babysitting, the phone 
number, how she is to get home, and 
at what time. 

If your daughter is taking care of 
toddlers she might want to make the 
kitchen and bathroom off limits and 
not let children under 4 or 5 in these 
rooms alone. Children have been 
known to lock themselves in bath- 
tooms where stoves, electrical appli- 
ances, medicines, bathtubs. toilets 
and cleaners are all potential dan- 
gers in these two rooms, If your 
daughter is told to bathe young chil- 
dren, they should never ever be left 
alone not even for a minute, 

Babysitting can be fun, rewarding 
and profitable if your daughter is 
fully prepared to handle everyday 
childcare as well as emergency situ- 
ations.

Gun Protection 


Does our U.S. Constitution really 
protect gun ownership? Hiker Sam 
Wrote a recent article tying together the 
provisions of our forefathers in the U.S. 
Constitution which protects our rights 
to self defense. Sam said. “For those 
people who think the 2nd Amendment 
is about hunting rather than citizens 
protecting themselves from the govern- 
ment. refer them to the very next Grd 
Amendment) of the Constitution. “No 
Soldier shall, in time of peace be quar- 
tered in any house. without the consent 
of the Owner, nor in time of war. but in 
the manner to be prescribed by law! 
Sam went on to say. “Soldiers. G Men 
with guns. The only guns in our houses 
will be OUR guns as allowed/tequired 
in the 2nd Amendment. Not govern- 
ment guns. Our guns in. government 
guns and the guys carrying them, out. 
Simple. Our guns protect freedom. 
Government guns are used to take 
away freedom. Fact of life. Not to be 
discussed any further. Soldiers and 
militias are discussed in the 2nd and 
3rd Amendments. not hunters. The up 
front concern is about the balance of 
RAW POWER bhetween the citizens 
and their government. No one was wor- 
ried about bagging the limit on ducks.” 

Sam then said. “The next (4th) 
Amendment begins. “The right of the 


people to be secure in their persons, 
houses...against unreasonable searches 
and seizures..." Of course. those 
searches and seizures would be done by 
the government.” 

Sam summarized the argument this 
way: “This ordering of Amendments 
was no accident. The Founding Fathers 
said. to have a great country you do 
these (hings and in this order:~ 

* 1. Our government (as WE define it) 
cant stop its citizens trom saying and 
printing whatever they want. getting 
together anv where and any time they 
want and it won't ever mess with citi- 
zens religious beliefs:” 

2. To make sure government doesn’t 
try to renege on rule number one. citi- 
zens will have guns...and so will their 
individual States (militias) in case the 
feds get any funny ideas. This rule is so 
solid it cant even be INFRINGED;” 

3. Sofdiers (armed G Men) are never 
welcome in our homes.... Soldiers are 
ARMED so they can kill people. So are 
we. Sounds ugly. but it's better than 
going back to the days of Big 
Government.” 

4. And besides soldiers, no other 
government agent can come into our 
homes unless 2 judge says so. If they 
don’t have a warrant....°. then Sam 
concluded. we have a right under the 
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“It’s so dark in here, Dad”, whimpered 
Colin. “When will f be able to see again?” 

“Soon,” assured Dad. “You have 
nothing to fear, for before you know it, 
you will be back in the suntight. Just trust

Parents are urged to register their children if they are new to the Crawford AuSable 
School District Thursday, August 24, and Friday, August 25. ‘Students new to the dis- 
| trict can report to the building they will be attending from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Thursday 
and after 2:00 pm on Friday. A current immunization record must be presented or con- 
tained in transfer records.

Michigan Requires Immunization For School Entry 


Michigan law prohibits a principal or teacher from admitting new entrants to school 
without a record of having received at least one dose of each; measles, mumps, rubel- 
la, polio, diptheria, tetanus and pertussis. Records for all entering kindergarten stu- 
dents and students enrolled from outside the district will be reviewed to ensure immu- 
nizations are up to date. Notice will be sent to parents or guardians if there is no immu- 
nization record upon school entry or if recone are incomplete. Students not in com- 
pliance with state immunization requirements will be excluded from school until doc- 
umentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they have a 
religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objec- 
tion for medical reasons which was been signed by a physician. Michigan law requires 
that all students be immunized against diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measles, 
mumps and rubella. Immunization can be obtained from your physician or health 
department.

school bells signal worries for some kids 


For many children, the first 
sounds of the school bell each fall 
signal not just the return to classes, 
but the return of worries and anxi- 
ety. 

While some concem is common, 
parents need to know what’s nor- 
mal. what's not and how to help 
their kids deal with the fears about 
hitting the books again. Mental 
health experts at the University of 
Michigan Health System offer some 
tips on how to recognize problems 
and what to do about them. 

“Anxiety disorders are very com- 
mon in children -- probably one of 
the more common childhood disor- 
ders that exist.” says Dan Fischer, 
M.S.W.. senior social worker and 
clinical assistant professor in psy- 
chiatry at the U-M Health System. 
~The returm to school can be quite 
challenging and difficult for most 
children. and some children have 
excessive anxiely responses in rela- 
ion to that.” 


Younger children 
and their anxieties 


In younger children, acute con- 
cet about guing to school is actual- 
ly often a form of separation anxiety 
disorder. This is a condition in 
which children experience develop- 
mentally inappropriate and exces- 
sive levels of fear or anxiety related= 
to separation from home or nea 
VS people they're most attached to! 
‘S such as their parents, says Fischer. : 
' “(The kids) cry. they cling, they talk 
about it often and it seems more 
traumatic in that sense,” he adds. 

To overcome this problem, 
Fischer says it’s important for par-

Usually, that’s 
just not the case. 

“Do not let the anxiety stop you 
from sending your child to school. 
Even if there are somatic complaints 
such as ‘I’m going to be sick’ or 
‘Tm going to throw up’ or ‘I feel 
like I have a tummy ache,’ it’s 
important to send them anyway,” he 
says. “If they’re really sick they’ll 
continue to be sick throughout the 
day and the school can send them 
home.” 

Fischer and his colleagues spend 
a lot of time helping children under- 
stand that they will be safe and that 
their worries about what may hap- 
pen are much greater than what 
actually will happen. 

“We talk to parents and kids about 
this idea that for some reason or 
another their anxiety, when it’s 
excessive, is tricking them. It’s 
tricking them into feeling something 
bad will happen if they do what 
would be a normal response, such as 
go to school,” explains Fischer. “We 
describe that it’s almost like a bully. 

_ We try to get kids to not let the bully 
boss them around, or let anxiety tell 
them what to do.” 

Another strategy, he says, is to 
have parents and their child begin to 
visit the school a week or so before 
Glasses start: driving up to the park- 
“meeling the classroom teacher, see- 
ing Where their classroom is going

~ “T think that helps reduce some of 
the unknown that creates anticipato- 
ry anxiety,” he dds. 

Children will find that repeated 
success of attending school in the 
face of anxiety, that their anxiety 


response will diminish and ultimate- 


ly go away, usually within a few 


days to a couple of weeks. 


Adolescents and their 


anxieties 

While younger children fear the 
separation from parents, adolescents 
more-commonly experience some- 
thing called social anxiety disorder. 

“Kids with social anxiety disorder 
are much more likely to have a 
heightened sense that people are 
watching them and feeling uncom- 
fortable when they’re under the 
scrutiny of others with a likelihood 
that they potentially could do some- 
thing embarrassing,” says Fischer. 
“What we also sometimes see is 
adolescents have a tendency to dis- 
place some of their worries by say- 
ing such things as ‘well, school’s 
really dumb. I don’t want to go. It’s 
a silly thing today that we’re doing 
anyway,’ or ‘it’s a stupid book 
report’ or ‘it’s a dumb class and 
that’s why J don’t want to go,’ in 
essence, displacing their anxiety 
rather than taking it on for them- 
selves. They blame it on the fact that 
people at the school are no good or 
that the teachers are no good or that 
the class is kind of silly and stupid.” 

Parents see what they think is 
opposition, when really it is anx- 
iousness. 

“The best thing that parents can 
do is try and talk to their kids and 
provide some feedback that they'll 
be OK when they go to school,” 
counsels Fischer. “Give them oppor- 
tunities for socializing.” 

More importantly, he says, is to 
seek help from a professional if 
needed. 

“If it becomes a significant prob- 
lem where the child’s not able to go 
to school, where there’s a decrease 
in their social interaction with oth- 
ers, where it’s affecting their acade- 
mic performance or their ability to 
get involved in team sports or 
extracurricular activities, we would 
encourage parents to take their child 
to see a mental health professional 
to be evaluated,” he says.

FISHING REPORT 


AKES: Fishing has been really 
good with the recent cooler temper- 
atures. On Lake Margrethe. anglers 
have been catching their limits of 
walleye during both the morning 
and evening hours. Try trolling 
with rapalas, or drifting with 
crawlers, crawler harnesses, and 
leeches. Walleye have been caught 
in many different spots on the lake, 
so try moving around to find the hot 
spots. 

Fishermen have been getting 
panfish at Hardgrove Lake. For 
bluegill, try fishing KP Lake using 
live crickets. A few blue gill and 
some pike have been caught on 
Bradford Lake. Bluegill Lake has 
been decent for panfish, and a few 
pike have been caught there as well. 

Jones Lake has been good for 
walleye, and Houghton Lake has 
been yielding decent numbers of 
good-sized bluegiil.

RIVERS: Fishing has been 
decent. Since no strong hatches are 
going right now, the fish will take 
just about anything that looks like a 
bug. Brown drake patterns have 
been effective even though drakes 
are not hatching right now.

When the 
water comes up, there will be good 
opportunities to catch some large 
fish, and good numbers of fish. 

Small mayflies, blue-winged 
olives, and some types of caddis are 
a few of the flies hatching right 
now.
